= Pa and to ſuffer as Traitozs, which Law is not ſo rigozous as ſome 
— hc. 0 vo mnak others to beleeve, for that tt 1s 
 refirainedtonaturailbom Subjects, and dothnot extend to any ſtrangers atall, and that | 
the ſaid Statute 1s not onely app2oved, but by the Judgement of ſeverall Parliaments ad- 
judged fit and neceſſary to be put in execution: And that they conceive the not putting of 
theſe Statutes in execution againt Jeſuites aud Puelts, is a pzincipall cauſe of the mncreaſe 
of Popery ; And that the putting of theſe Laws in execution tendeth not onely to the pre- 
ſervation andadvancement of the true Religion eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom, but alſo to the 
ſafety of the Kings Perſon, and ſecurity of the State and Government, which were peinct- 
pall cauſes of the making of theſe Laws againſt Jeſuites aud Pzeſts : And that it appears 
by theſe Laws, that the Jeſuites and Pateſts have come hither, not onely to dzaw the Sub- 
jects from their due obedience to the King, but alſoto ſkir up Dedition, Rebellion, andopen 
Hoſtflity within this Real, to the great endangering of the ſafety of the Kings Royaill 
Perſon, and to the utter rutne,deſolation, and overthzow of the whole Realm, pig 
ty prevented : And that Jeſuites and Puleſis did dayly withdzaw many of the Kings 
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Suvſects from the true ſervice of Aunighty Gdd, ans the Religion eſtabliſhed within this 
Realm, to the Romiſh Religion, and from their obedience to the King, and had perſwaded 
divers Recuſants and Papiſts, and encouraged and emboldned them to commit moſt dam- 
nable Treaſons, tending to the overthzow'of Gods true Religion, deſtructior: of the King 
and His Royall Yſſue, and the ſubverſion of the whole State, if God of His Goodneſſe 
and Mercy had not then within few houres beroze the tended time-of the execution thereof, 
revealed and diſcloſed the ſame : And that (conſidering the ſtate and conditionof this pre- 
ſent time, wherein they finde Jeſuites and Peſts in ſo great abundance, and to appear 
here with ſuch boldneſle and confidence, as if there were.no Laws made againit-them) 
they do think the ſaid Laws now _ neceſſary to be put in ſirict execution, then at any

& His Majeſtte having takeitinto HisTerious conſideration cheRepreſentation fomade,and 


accepting with much contentment the great care of His ſaid loyall Subjects, foz the peeſer- 
vation of the true Religion eſtabliſhed as aforeſaid in this Kingdom,fromwhich He will ne- 
ver depart, as alſo their tenderneſſe of His ſafety, and ſecurity of His State and Go- 
vernment, and firmely reſolving to be carefull and vigilant that Popery 92 Superſtition - 
ſhallnot any way increaſe within this Kingdom, oz any other His Dominions, and to p2o- 
vide againſt the dangers of Jeſuites, Seminaries, and Pueſts, by putting the Lawes 
made againſt them tnto execution ; 

His Majeſtie doth therefore hereby ſtraitly charge and command all manner of Jeſuites, 
Seminaries, and Pzteſts whomloever, now out of Pztſon , made v2 o2dained by any power 
92 authozity dertved, challenged, o2 pretended from the See of Rome , hereby to take notice, 
that His Majeſties abſolute command and pleaſure is, that they, and every of themdobefoze 
the ſeventh day of Apuil next enſutngthe date hereof, depart fozth of this His Realm of 
England and Dominion of Walcs, and out of all other His Majeſties Realns and Domt- 
ntons, upon pain to tncurre the uttermoſt danger, andpenailtie of Hts ſatd Lawes ; Ad- 
moniſhing , and aTuring all ſuch Jeſuttes, Seminaries, andPuateſts, of what ſozt ſoever., 
that if any of them ſhallbe after the ſaid ſeventh day of 'Apall taken within this Realm, oz 
any other His Majeities Realms oz Dominions , o2 departiagnowupon this His Majcſties 
pleaſure ſignified , ſhall at any time hereafter return into this His Majeſties Realm-of 
England , 02 any other His Majeſtics Realms oz Domintons , that they ſhall be left to the 
uttermoſt penaltie , andreceive and ſuffer the judgement and execution of the Lawes here 
being in fozce concerning them , without hopeof any favour oz remiſſion from Hts ÞPajeſtie 
And that foz that purpoſe it ſhail be lawfull to all the Officers of His'Majeſties Pozts, to 
| ſuffer them andevery of them to depart from thenceinto any Fozraign parts between this 
and the ſaid ſeventh day of Apytl. 
wherefoze His Majeltie hereby ſtraitly chargeth and commandeth all Archbiſhops, Bt- 
ops, Lieutenants, Judges , Juſtices of Aſſize, and Juſtices of Peace , andall other 
' His Majeſties Officers and Miniſters whomfoever , within this His Majeſtres Realm 
of England and Domintonof wales, and all other His Majeſties Realms and Dominions, 
tobe from tine to tine vigilant and carefull, after the ſaid ſeventh day of Apxil, to do their

Donumons , upon pain to incurre the utteemoſt danger and penaltie of the ſaid Lawes ; 
Admoniſhing, and afluring all ſuch Jeſuites, Dcanraries, and Preſts,; of what ſo:t ſoever, 
that if any of them (hail be after the ſaid moneth next foltowing their inlargement , taken 
within this Realm, o2 any other His Majeſtics Realms and Donunſons, o2 departing after 
ſuch moneth as afozeſatd , ſhall at ay time hereafter return into this His Majeſties Realm 
of England , 02/any other His Majeſties Realms 02 Dominions, that they ſhall alſo be left 
to theuttermoſt penailtie , and reccive and ſuffer the judgement and execution of theLawes 
Here being tn kozce. concerning them , without hope of any favour, oz remiſſion from His 
Majeſtie, | 

And to that purpoſe it ſhall-be alfo lawfull to all the Officers of His Majeſties Pozts to 
ſuffer them and every of them, to depart from thence into any Fozraign parts within the 
ſaid moneth after therr inlargement as afozeſatd, 

' AmndHis Majeſtie is reſolved that concerning thoſe that are in pziſon, a ſpeedie proceeding: 
in courſe of Juſtice ſhall be had foz thetr deliverance , and their receiving of His Majeſties 
mercy, and fo2 the execution of the Lawes againſt them, as His Majeſtce ſhall finde their 
ſeverall and reſpective caſes to deſerve,
